This box was damaged by being carried loose in 
the holder. It is also eaten away, due to acid 
working up around the terminals, which loosened 
up due to the shaking up that the battery got on 
the road. When a leak is noticed, it is economy, 
to have a good battery man fix it, before it causes 
additional damage. 
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These separators came from a battery that was 
run without adding water. There is a water line 
about two inches from the bottom of the plates 
showing where the upper part of each plate dried 
out winle the upper part was overworked. 








These plates were burned up due to adding strong acid 
to the battery. Never add anything but distilled water. 
Boiled water will not do. Never let anyone fill your 
battery with any TRICK solution. Such solutions give a 
“whisky” kick. A sudden enthusiasm followed by quick 
demise. If in doubt about such solutions, just write to 
any of the large battery concerns,
